In both Ifae first OfBce Action mailed July 25, 2005 and the final Office Action 
mailed January 27, 2006^ Claims 19, 31, 33*35, 64, 76, and 78-80 were objected to as being 
d^ndent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of die base claim and any intervening claims. 

Of these allowable claims, Claims 19, 31, 33, and 34 have been rewritten in 
mdependent fbrm, including all the limitations of the base claim, except that it is noted diat 
witii particular respect to Claim 19, the intervening Madcush grouping of origjxml Claim 18 
has not been included because the subject matter of allowable Claim 19 is directed to one of 
the species in dial intervening Madcush grouphig. 

The Claims 16, 44, 46, 91-93 have been amended to depend ftom independent Claim 

19. 

The subject matter of Claims 22-28, 32, and 95 have been amended to depend from 
independent Claim 33.
